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very little or no pain, which tray Lem very extraordinary. 
It is observable that the Fracfur is not only Oblique, near 
the Neck of the Bone j but that each Trochanter, i. c. the 
two Pnc'ffes near its Cervix, arc likewiie broke Short ofFj 
and that they were both drawn up almofl: as high as the 
Head of the Bone it kit by the Strong contraction of the 
Glut?; and other Muieles.

r He Author of this Treatife, as the occafion of it, 
obierves that the little God Telefpborus had juft 
caine to complain, that fo much refped: was paid to 
Dca Fe'.ris, and a Book lately publilht de Dca Podagra, yet 
no fuch Honour was done his Mother 'Yy&tc, (who cer¬ 
tainly was more to be-efteemed, than aii the Tribes of 
Difeafes). Upon this Conceit, he took what Books he 
had in his reach, of the antient Latin and Greek, and 
having colle&ed out of them, what he met with relating 
to this Goddefs, put it together, as now it appears in 
Print. 

It confifls of VI Chapters: of which the fink is hitro- 
dudtory, fpeaks of Health in general, has, in praife of it, 
that memorable Ode of Ariphron the Sicyonian, publifht 
by Athtnms, and tranflated by Sennertus ; together with 
a Hymn, faid to be campofed by Orpheus, on the fame 
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SubjccS; he ranks this Goddefs among the DU Medioxa • 
mi, and gives an account of Her from the Mythoiogifis. 

Chap. H. de Sninth Symbol* , which he .takes to be a 
Serpent, an Omen of good things, and a frequent Compa¬ 
nion of the Gods; as appears from Tirgil, Valerius FUcctts, 
Statius, and Macrobius. He mentions another Sjmlolum Sa*> 
'aits, -afed by Amiochus Soter , now to be teen in lome of 
S fis Coins, and fometimes printed in Phyiick books in 
the following form. 



The III. Chapter treats of the Temples created to this 
Goddefs; in which Prayers were offerc up to Her, 
fometimes for the Health of private Perfons, and often 
for the welfare of the Publick: of which many Inftances 
are here prod uced. To the account of Temples is fubjoyn* 
ed the Divination, known by the name of Sdntis Augn- 
riant, which is often mentioned by Roman Authors, as 
Dion Caffius, Tally, and Tacitus . 

In the iV. Chapter, the Statues of this Goddefs are 
confider’d. Some of thefe reprefent her and JEjculapm 
together ,ttmquam £vp,Geoi kv;. Pliny, Panfanias, Lucian, 

Plutarch and Monfaucon afford inftances of this kind. 

Coins relating to this Goddefs, come next in view. 
Chap. V. * hefe either expreis her Ejegies, or her Wor- 
jhip under fome Symbol o r other. Of the hr ft order, one 
out of Fuhius UrftMs has the Head of the Godde's, 
with SALUS inicrihecl. Anotherhke-rhis, is in G -var¬ 
um. Some, together with this Goddefs have aifo her 
father J£fc»lapfos ; as a Coin of Trajan ; and in one of 
A-‘-rel:»i Antoninus, ftruck in memory of the Remedies 
•reveafd to him in a Dream, which cured the Emperor of 
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a Sputum Sanguinis and Vertigo. As indeed moil of thefe 
Coins were fin all likelihood) ftruck on fome fuch occa¬ 
sion, viz. the Recovery of fome gr ac Perfon. A noble 
Expreffion of Gratitude, fit and worthy of imitation. 

Of the (econd Order is the Coin of Dcjfenus , having 
an Altar with a Serpent, taken from Urfinus. Another 
of Tiberius, with an Altar and SAL. AUG- Another 
of Nero in which is a Serpens Tortuofus; with many others. 

The Gemmae of the Antients, according to Leonardos 
Auguftinus, are of ufeto fee forth the Sacrifices made of 
old to this Goddefs. One of thefe Gemma reprefenrs /Eft 
cuUipiu;, his Daughter Hfgieia and Grand-Son Telcfpkorus 
fo call’d am ts -nAx qip&v, - a Valetudine p$ft morbtim 
corfirm&ta. This God, being Young and Tender, had ( I 
fuppofe, by the care of his Mother Hygiaea) a BardocucuU 
lus, or Cloket, to keep him from taking Cold Thefe 
three Gods are reprefented in one Figure, with the fol¬ 
lowing Infcription under them, ErZETEME, i. e. Salvere 
me Jubete, which Auguftinus happily conjectures to have 
been-a Form of Prayer offer’d up to them. 

In the laft Chapter come the Infcriptions, which are 
taken out of Gruter and Reineftm. They are chiefly to 
AEfculapius and Hygiaa; but to confirm the Divinity of 
Telephones the little God of the Pergameni, he is mentio¬ 
ned in one of their Infcriptions dug up at Verona. 

The Author makes no manner of doubt, but there are 
many more Coins and Infcriptions relating to this God^ 
dels to be found in other Books- But thefe being ail, 
or mod of fuch as came in his way, and enough to.give 
a Specimen of the Devotion paid by the Antients to this 
Goddefs, he has contented himfeif with this fmall Num¬ 
ber ; leaving it to others to make fuch Additions, as from 
greater Opportunities and Abilities, they fliail think fit. 
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
